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CASSATT COLORS VICTORIOUS 

FBOMINENT PENNSYLVANIA TURFMAN SCORES 
DOUBLE AT OLD PIMLICO. 

Spring Board Carries Famous Red, White and Blue 
to Victory in the Clabaugh Memorial Cup — 
Emperor William Breaks Down. 



Baltimore, M«l., May 6. — Tlie colors of Capt. E. 
It. Cassatt were conspicuous at I’imllco this after- 
noon. The famous red. white and blue was carried 
lo victory in the Clabaugh Memorial Cup and again 
in the sixth race. The Clahangh is one of the im- 
lMUtant events of the I’imlico spring meeting and 
attracts much attention from local horsemen, the 
conditions of the race calling for horses bred In 
Pennsylvania. Maryland or Virginia. It is a sort of 
a breeders' futurity, and the Maryland Jockey Club 
presents tin- breeder of the winner with a handsome 
piece of plate. 

Captain Cassatt started three in the race, two of 
which were by his own stallion, Aeronaut, and t hey 
linished first and second. Spring Board lieating his 
stable companion. Be, by four lengths. Spriug Board 
had shown himself to he a likely sort of a colt and 
in today's race lie made his company look cheap 
by winning in runaway fashion. 1-ayminster was 
the other Cassatt horse to win. He beat The Squire 
a neck. 

Besides the Clabaugh Memorial Cup the club pro- 
vided as features the Baltimore Cup. for gentlemen 
riders, and the Mount Washington Steeplechase. The 
former went to El Oro, which won easily under a 
clever ride by Mr. A. Blute. Ticket of Leave, favor- 
ite in the steepleehase. fell heavily at the “hoodoo" 
jump, which is now located directly in front of the 
grandstand. There have been more accidents at this 
fence than at any other part of the course. 

After Itautield’s victory in the second race he was 
bid up SAGO by a stranger. Willie Martin protected 
the horse for his employer and bid him in at $1,005. 
lie then retaliated by claiming Lad of Luitgden. 
which finished second, for $!*AA. 

Emperor William, favorite in the seventh race 
and the medium of heavy support throughout t lie 
country, broke down during the running and jockey 
Bunn was forced to dismount after the finish. There 
was a hot tip out oil Creston in the Baltimore Cup. 
Tommy Wright was to have ridden him. hut his 
people failed to report to the paddock judge, and 
ihe leu-e was scratched, much to their chagrin, 
t Uncle Henry Harrison, a two-year-old in Captain 
LC. B. Cassatt's stable, dropped dead on the track 
Frliis morning. The youngster was deformed in that 
lie was so swaybacked that it was found necessary 
to have a special saddle made for him. 

Steeplechase jockey Jimmy Lynch was the victim 
of a nasty fall this morning while schooling The 
Profit, a hunter trained by Gwynn Tompkins. Lynch 
was taken to the hospital in an unconscious condition 
and late report had it that lie was in a semi-coma- 
tose condition. 

Starter A. B. Bade was notified by George M. 
Hendrie today of his apiioiiitniciit as starter for the 
meeting to lie held at the Windsor track this 
season. 

E. C. Smith, lacing secretary of the Coney island 
.TiH'key Club, lias been engaged to act as presiding 
judge al the meeting to be given ai Oklahoma City 
this year. The meeting will begin June Id and con- 
tinue to July 4. 

flie litigation over the ownership of the horses 
llofi'mun and Ten Paces has finally liecn settled. 
The court awarded them to I)r. Fred W. Ash. The 
latter has leased them to Matt Dooley, who will 
race them in his name and colors during the summer.

CONVICTION GROWS THAT KENTUCKY DERBY IS AN OPEN RACE 



Lexington, Ky., May 0. — Until Round the World 
ran so disappoint ingly here Thursday, there wet 
thousands of people iu all parts of the country win 
believed that tradition this year would lie shattered 
and that oil Saturday next a filly would lie returned 
tlie winner of the thirty-seventh running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby al Churchill Downs. There is yet a pos 
sibility that this daughter of Laekford and Nellie 
Bly will win the great Kentucky race, lull that pos- 
sibility seems so unlikely that many cmiservativi 
horsemen and turf followers have eliminated her 
from consideration and are concentrating their at ten 
tion upon the relative chances of Meridian, Colston 
and Governor Gray. 

This triumvirate, after the elimination of the win- 
ner of the Juarez Derby, are now generally regarded 
in the public estimation as entitled, on past perform- 
ances, present appearances and condition and recent 
running in trials or races, to first, second and third 
rank. But tlie rub <-otnes in the process of separa- 
tion. There are many who will favor Governor Gray 
partially uikiii his Jacksonville Derby victory and 
partially uikiii the knowledge that lie was highly 
tried as a yearling, worked a faster three-quarters 
than any two-year-old ever trained over the Lcxing 
ton track, took sick liofore he hail a chance to make 
his intended debut in the Breeders' Futurity here 
last spring, and when he recovered won under condi- 
tions that at once stamped him as a good race 
horse. 

Others will give their support to Colston because 
of the fact tiiat his present owner and trainer, for 
whom the colt was named, bought him at Fred For- 
sythe’s disjiersal sale last September with a full 
knowledge of his quality and merit: with tlie an- 
nounced belief that lie could win the Derby with 
him. and further because Colston lias worked lietter 
than any of tlie eligibles now at Louisville and will 
go to the post with the maiden allowance of 12 
pounds, making liis weight 110 pounds, a consider 
able advantage in a race at one mile and a quarter. 

There are still others who believ* that Richard F. 
Carman’s Meridian, son of Broomstick and Sue 
Smith, purchased last August from C. L. Harrison 
after his good race against Novelty. Iron Mask, 
Nausbon. Whist and Zeus in tlie Saratoga Special, is 
the best horse among the Derby eligibles and that 
he will win. Meridian was wintered at Belmont 
Park and there were good reports from that quarter 
of his early spriug trials. He arrived iu Lexington 
looking to lie in excellent hodily condition, though 
he had a touch of Hie shipping fever. He si on 
walked this out of Ids systetu, however, and lias 
been galloping well this week. 

Louisville, Ivy., May 0. — in its thirty -seven years' 
history, tlie Kentucky Derby seldom lias been re-' 
garden as a one-sided race, nor is it so regarded this 
season. Xne Derby event will be decided next Sat- 
urday at Churchill Downs. Aside from tue situa- 
tion growing out of tne brilliant racing of Round 
the World at Juarez, Mexico, and Governor Gray s 
victory in the American Derby at Jacksonville, an 
element of uncertainty atta'ehes to tUe outcome this 
spring. The record of the race shows that it has 
been marked by numerous surprises, and its cuming 
renewal may luruish another. 

In the first Derby. Chesapeake, looked upon as a 
certain winner, and with the great rider Bob .Swim 
upon liis back, finished outside of tlie money. Aris- 
tides, his underrated stable companion, won the race 
from tlie long-shots Volcano and Verdigris. In 1878 
so sure was the late Major B. G. Thomas that liis 
colt Himyar, would win the Derby that lie told the 
starter not to break up a send-off if liis colt was 
straight, since it made no difference how he got off — 
he would win anyway. Bui Day Star beat him. 
The distance then was one mile and a half and the 
time was 2:37i. the record up to that date. In 1880 
Kimball was the warmest kind of a tirst choice. 
Funso easily defeated him. in 1882 came another 
upset when Apollo beat Runnymede, a 1 to 3 shot. 

Jim Gore was a hot till in 1887. The Derby that 
season was won by Montrose, at 20 to J in the liet 
ting. Ill 1888 Macbeth II. defeated Gallifet. which 
was also a top-heavy favorite. It was in 1 88!) that 
the .greatest surprise in the history of the Derby oc- 
curred. Proctor Knott, the first Futurity winner, 
and a 1 to 3 choice in tlie Kentucky Derby, went 
down to defeat, conquered by the 10 to 1 eliauee. 
S| uika ne. That was the fastest Derby ever ran at 
the mile and a half distance. The time was 2:344. 
Proctor Knott s downfall nearly broke the heart of 
liis owner, Sam Bryant. Like all Kentuckians. Mr. 
Bryant wanted another rare. The pair met iu the 
I ’lark. Stakes, at a mile ami a quarter. Again Spo 
kanc. proved his superiority. Once more the two 
clashed in the American Derby in Chicago and for 
th<* third time Spokane triumphed. Spokane was tin 
deniable Ihe best horse that ever eaine from Mon 
tana, unless Ogden, the Futurity winner, was liis 
peer. 

Upsets came in the Kentucky Derbys of 1897 and 
1898. Typhoon II.. iu 1897. defeated tlie mighty 
Ornament. Tlie next year Plaudit finished in front 
of the hot favorite Leilar Karl. All Tennessee had 
hacked Leiber Karl. Outsiders victorious in tlie race 
in more recent years were as follows Judge Himes, 
in 1903, 10 to 1 in the betting: El wood, at IA to 1. 
in 1894: Pink Star, at 7 to 1. in 1907; Stonestreet, 
at 1A to 1. in 1908. 

Reviewing ihe surprises in tlie Derby, it is not 
strange that calculators without sentiment regard 
the race with uncertainty. This can he attributed 
to tlie fact that, iu recent years, there have been 
few races for tliree-ycar-ohls before tlie running of 
tlie Derby that are at as long a distance as one mile 
and a quarter. Opportunities are scant for discov- 
ering their ability to go tlie route. In public trials 
three-year-olds have been known to work flashily at 
tlie distance, hut when asked to race with horses 
have lamentably failed. So it is that tlie question 



haunts the supporters of tlie various eligibles: “Can 
tlie horse go tlie distance?” 

This spring Governor Gray is tlie yinly Kentucky 
Derby eligible that lias gone one mile and a quarter 
iu a race. Owing to this fact many pin thier faith 
upon Ids ability to win. However, none of the other 
digihles lias been called upon to go this distance in 
an actual race. Round the World lias won al a mile 
ind one-eiglith, tlie longest distance she lias been 
sent in a race. Beach Sami and Jabot have both 
won at a mile, the limit of the route they have 
been asked lo go. Colston. Exemplar and Sir Dawn 
have ali worked tin; full Derby route speedily. 

Meridian, as a two-year-old. won as far as lie was 
asked to go. Mud Sill and Colonel Hogan have both 
met all of the requirements of their trainers in trials 
at cither a mile or a mile and one-eighth. Colston 
and Ramazan are others that have worked the mile 
and one-quarter creditably. 

The conviction is growing that tlie 1911 Kentucky 
Derby is not going to 1m- a two-horse struggle: that 
is. Round the World and Governor Gray will not lie 
tlie only two contenders. !l looks now as if one of 
the largest Helds in the history of tlie Derby will 
face Starter Mars Cassidy. Hardly an owner of an 
eligible lias as yet declared liis intention not to try 
for the $6,000 prize. Rain or shine, a big field is 
■ilinosl assured. Notwithstanding Governor Gray's 
supposed dislike for heavy going. Capt. .1. T. Wil 
Mams will send him to the post for tlie Derby. 
Captain Williams owned Ram's Horn, which great 
racer did not favor muddy going, but still tlie Cap 
tain sent the horse to ihe post in the 1905 Derby, 
which was won by Agile. 

4 lie improved condition of tlie Downs ronrse af- 
fords assurance that no matter if it rains only a few 
hours la-fore tin- time for running t lie Derby" it will 
in good condition for the race. So perfect is th - 
drainage system and so much care has been em- 
ployed that unless there is a deluge the starters 
will make good lime, if Hie track is fast it is likely 
tiiat tin- Derby record will 1m- shattered and that the 
winner will tie credited with tin- fastest mile and 
one quarter ever run on a Kentucky race course. 

Round the World, in her soli 1 start in heavy going 
at Juarez, at a mile, was lieatcu by Intrinsic, to 
which she conceded many pounds. W. G. Yanke. 
her trainer, says she fancies a beavv track none 
too well. 

The good horse Pinkola. winner of tlie Latouia 
Derby and Empire. City Handicap in lyoS. is thought 
to he dying of lung fever at Churchill Downs. Up 
to two days ago the horse was training Iw-tler than 
at any time since he was a three-rear old. tint liis 
condition now is precarious, liis owner. Ed Alve.v. 
recently b>st the valuable horse Friend Harry from a 
similar cause. Mr. A Ivey’s only other racer is 
Howdy Howdy. 

Having decided not to ship Colston to Lexington 
to run iu the Camden Handicap today, trainer 
Raleigh Colston worked him the full Derby course 
of one ntile and a quarter in 2:113. lie appeared 
to he running so easily that if was tlie general opin- 
ion of all horsemen who saw tlie trial that in- could 
easily have worked iu 2:08 or lietter. The frae 
tion ala were: 13. 25*. 38. 51jj, ] :U23. 1 : 17*. 1:31 jj, 

1:AA3. 1 :A7?. He worked the last mile in 1:44 

and the last mile and an eighth iu 1:5s. He came 
out of tlie work iu good condition and without draw- 
ing a long breath. 

Colonel Hogan, the Henderson A Hogan Derby 
candidate. was sent five-eighths in 1:07. going tlie 
tirst quarter in 26?. three-eighths in 59? anil the 
half iu 52*. lie was under hard restraint ail tlie 
way. The only other eligibles to the race to work 
today were tin- McManus candidates. Tay Pay and 
Star o'Ryan, which cantered a half mile in 52. 
rtinnhig the first quarter in 243 and three-eighths 
in 373. The star bit of work of the morning was 
by tin- two-year-old Lady Lightning, trained by \Y. 
J. Spoii-s. Some of the dockers caught her as going 
five-eighths in 1 :02 and the slowest of tlie watchers 
held on her registered 1 :02i. She went tlie tirst 
eighth iu 12. the uuartcr in 233. three-eighths in 
35s. the half in 48? and four and a half furlongs 
in 54*.

BONNIE KELSO REDUCES TRACK RECORD IN 
WINNING CAMDEN HANDICAP. 

Carman Horse Makes Wonderful Showing by Run- 
ning Mile and a Quarter in 2:04 with 127 
Pounds Up — Chapultepec Sets New Record. 



Lexington. Ky., May 6. — Considered from every 
angle — the racing, the time, the track's condition, 
the weather, the attendance and the betting — this 
day. tlie seventh of the Kentucky Association’s 
spring meeting, was one of the greatest in the long 
history of the famous old la-xington course. Cer- 
tainly not in the last twenty five years has there 
been a larger or more representative crowd than that 
which filled every available inch of tlie grandstand 
and clubhouse, swarmed the betting ring, and con- 
gested the paddock and walks and even overflowed 
to the infield. The betting was the heaviest since 
the pari-mutuels have been iu operation here and 
the seven machines were not sufficient to handle 
the wagers that were wanted in the. time allotted 
for speculation, particularly on the third and fourth 
races. The weather was perfect and the track was 
in its very best condition, which accounted for two 
new records that were made. 

The feature of t lie splendid card was the Camden 
Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, at one miie 
and a quarter, named in honor of Johnson N. Cam- 
den. master of Hartland Stud and member of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, who added 
$1,000 to the event, making its gross value with 
four starters today $2,330. in addition to Hie hand- 
some $250 silver loving cup that was the gift of tbo 
Kentucky Association to the owner of the winner, 
of the six that were carded to start Cherryola and 
Governor Gray, winner of the American Derby at 
Jacksonville and a prominent candidate for the 
Kentucky Derby, to tlie be run at Louisville next 
Saturday, declined the issue, leaving only four to go 
to the " post, with Bonnie Kelso, the top weight, 
most in esteem over Joe Morris, with Bool a Boola 
and Console tlie outsiders. The public’s estimate of 
their ability was well sustained, for the quartet 
finished according to Iietting expectations. 

The victory of Bonnie Kelso was foreshadowed by 
liis performance of Thursday, when with 12:! pounds 
up. he won at a mile and a sixteenth in 1:45}. 
setting a new track record for the distance. But 
aside from his own stable connections there were few 
who expected, however much they believed in him, 
that tlie six-vear-old son of Waterboy and Thuanolia, 
for which Mr. Carman gave $2,700 Iasi fall, would 
race so brilliantly as lie did t liis afternoon, or that 
under sneli weight he would run a mile and a 
quarter in 2:01. clipping two seconds from the 
track record made last year by the five-year-old 
Hans with 111 pounds up. Jockey Archibald, on the 
winner, hided Ids lime and was eontcut tQ trail 
Joe Morris and Boola Boola until rounding the lower 
turn, where he called on Bonnie Kelso and it re- 
quired little effort for the Carman representative 
to pass into the lead and win by a commanding 
margin. Joe Morris, under a hard drive, outstayed 
Boola Booh 1 for second place. 

The liamlican at three-quarters that preceded the 
feature was of interest from the fact that Meridian, 
a Kentucky Derby eligible and one of the probable 
choices in that event, was making liis dehut and 
was opposed by a good ban d of sprinters that were 
likely to test ids mettle.
